F o r weeks Dr. Jekyll, a 
respected physician, would greet his 
friends along the stree ts and then fo r 
some time would be ^missing, while 
people would be annoyed by a mean 
looking individual known as Mr# Hyde 
Dr. Jekyll was kind and obliging. Mr. 
Hyde 
w as cruel ami wicked. A little 
child ra n against him by accid en t; 
one cruel blow felled h er to the earth. 
He sailed fo rth in the night; 
an old 
man with white hair met him and po­ 
litely inquired fo r hir- way which he 
plainly had lost, but E dw ard 
Hyde 
flew into a lit of rage, raised 
his 
heavy cane and clubbed him to toe 
earth, and a moment later, with a p e ­ 
like fury, w as tram pling his victim 
under Ins feet until his very bones 
were sh a tte rd and the fiend incarnate 
pas.'ed on.

Dr. Parsons asked May- 
or Black if he knew of any gambling 
and the mayor is said to have replied 
that he had heard rumors but did not 
know for a certainty. 
Chief McAl- 


lister was asked to tell all he knew. 


The city marshal told of the near 


raid on Sid Boone's* room in the Com- 
mercial Block Saturday night. The 
police found several men and a bunch 
of poker chips, but 
did not have 


enough evidence to convict. 
Chief 


McAllister stated 
if any gambling 


vent on it was done Saturday be- 
cause he did not have enough help to 
watch the streets and the'gamblers.

?33.000 and Dan Hanna of Cleveland

It \v.\s maintained that 
(lie jc.int high commission suggestion 
invc.lvcd the surrender by the Sen- 
ate of some of its rights as a treaty 
milking body, and hence the plan was 
rejected. Follows fast now the prac- 
tical example of the usefulness and 
the need of sncli a method of deter- 
mining the justiciability of an issue.

and thus keep stock 
of all kinds 


from escaping. In case of a heavy 
snow, the gaje can be raised on the 
iron bar from which it is suspended 
and be opened over the surface .'of 
the snow.

WAR IN BALKANS 


SEEMS CERTAIN 


Turkey Prepares By Mobilizing 


Her Army, 


EUROPE LOOKS ON ANXIOUSLY 


ORTIE M'MANIGAL 


Chief Witness For State Pleads 
Guilty to Charge of Dynamiting. 


With the Exception of St. Petersburg, 


Every Bourse on the Continent Has 
Been Affected by the Present Im- 
minence cf the Storm That Has 
Been Brewing in Southeastern Eu- 
rope For Years. 


London, Oct. 2.—According to s. dis- 


patch from Constantinople, the entire 
Turkish army is mobilizing. 
The 


Turkish cabinet had an eight-hour ses- 
sion marked with, much wrangling, 
before it reached tnc decision to mobi- 
lize ihe army. 
The cabinet further 


made the serious decision to detain ;:!1 
Greek ships in Turkish waters fur 
their own use. There is a rumor that 
part cf the trcops are destined for the 
Russian frontier. 


Another report has it that the gov- 


ernment will arm the Albanians on 
condition that they hold back the Mon- 
tenegrins and Servians in the event nf 
war. Dispatches say that the Turkish 
capital is peaceful. 
There are none 


of the wild scenes in Constantinople 
that are .reported from Sofia and I!el- 
grade. 


From Crete comes the word that the 


island people are praying for trouble 
in the Balkans. The Cretan cabinet 
has ordered five classes of the militia 
to the colors, and volunteer bodies are 
being organized by prominent Cretan" 
at their own expense. 
The Cretan 


deputies hope to be admitted to the 
Greek parliament at the opening of 
that body. 


With the armies of Servia. Monte- 


negro and "Bulgaria lying under arms 
along their Turkish borders, with 
Greece restless to get at her old ene- 
my and the situation in.the Balkan" 
growing hourly more tense, every mar- 
ket in Europe except St. Petersburg 
was affected. 


Turkey Receives-Ultimatum. 


A dispatch from Sofia asserts the* 


the allied Balkan states have sent an 
ultimatum to Turkey demanding the 
autonomy cf Macedonia and Adrian- 
ople, and demanding an answer with- 
in forty-eight nours. If true, war is 
practically inevitable, as Turkey never 
yields to menaces. 
It would seem 


therefore that whatever hope exists 
of preventing war depends upon abil- 
ity of the great powers to materialize 
their declared wishes for peace. Rus- 
sia. France. Great Britain, Germany 
and Austria are reported to be acting 
in accord to prevent a clash. 


A Rome correspondent sends a re- 


port which if true will give a dramatic 
turn to the war between Italy and Tur- 
key and is a most important reflex of 
the influence of the Balkan crisis. He 
says that 57,000 Italian troops have 
landed at Scalanova. in Asia Minor, 
net far from the island of Samos. It 
is rumored in Vienna that Greece will 
proclaim the annexation of Crete. 


At Athens the government has ap- 


propriated all the railway rolling stock 
and ordered steamships to concentrate 
at Piraeus. 
The crown prince, who 


becomes the generalissimo, took the 
oath in the presence of Premier Sten- 
zelos and the holy synod. 
The cab- 


inet ordered that a bill be introduced 
into the chamber suspending the lib- 
erty of the press. 


At Belgrade the whole city is moved 


with one desire, and that is to send 
their troops against the Turk. 
The 


army Is clamoring for war. Telegrams 
from Sofia are rigidly censored. 
The 


banks are closed. 


It is stated that King Ferdinand will 


be chief of the united armies ef the 
allied states. 


THREE KILLED 


Serious Naval Accident During Maneu- 


vers Off Newport. 


Newport, R. L, Oct. 2.—The most se- 


rious accident aboard any of the naval 
ships here in a long while occurred 
aboard the destroyer Walke, when 
the blowing out of the steam chest on 
the port turbine caused the death of 
one officer, Lieutenant P. Morrison, 
engineer officer of the boat, and two 
machinists' mates, J. \\*. Rumpf and 
H. L. Wilder, and the injuring of nine 
other men, including one officer, Lieut- 
enant R. L. Montgomery of the de- 
stroyer Fanning, who was acting as 
one of the umpires aboard the Walke. 
Chief Gunner's Mate E. B. Crawford 
and First Class Fireman D. F. Kelly 
are in a serious condition.
